Recently a Chicago railroad displayed

All this property 'and", more- 
clnring a period of six^monthsthadf been 
left on the suburban and through trains 
by absent mvided passengers.

showed on its record a -whole page of 
abandoned umbrellas.

Pree In Spite of Himself.

Aliimlni i o ariS Water. 


The fact is <i,taonstrated that alu« 


j minium is as excellent a purifier of wa- 
! ter as there is. The salts of this metal 
aro insoluble in water, and consequently 
it is plain that when these salts are 
formed the water can be strained and 
tbe impurities removed therefrom. Per- 
haps the most practicable method of puri- 
fying water by this means is the trough 
method, as it is called, the trough be- 
ing composed of plates of aluminium 
and zino or iron, sis or eight inches 
opart. One end of the tank affords an 
entrance for the volume pi water which 
passes over the top ol one plate and 
thence tinder the plate next to it, thii 
being accomplished by the fact that tho 
elevation of the several plates is differ- 
ent. In connection with this tank or 


] trough thero is an electrical generator 
' of moderate size, and, though alumini- 
um will not form the negative pole ol 
a current, the other plates used will. 
Now, 
as it is always the case that when 


an electric current comes in contact 
with water in this manner it decom- 
poses a certain portion ol the finid, as 
it were, the result ol such decomposi- 
tion is that ozone is formed and oxygen 
freed—the meaning of this being the ab- 
solute extinction of life in any microbes 
or organic matter which the water might 
contain, leaving it—after meeting the 
purification the Baits of aluminium oc- 
casion—as clear and healthiul as the 
•water which flows .from- tie pureat,

SENATOR STEWART 


Solid Reasons for His Return to the 


United States Senate 


REVIEW OF HIS WORK IN THE U. S. SENATE. 


Before Nevada became a State, when : 


it was a part of Utah, William M. 
Stewart became a citizen and entered 
into the affairs of the country. This 
was in April 1860. He was foremost, as 
many will remember, in the litigation 
which resulted ia the settlement of tbe 
titles to the Comstock Lode, and the 
most conspicuous figure. He himself 
was interested in miuing and milling; 
to a very large extent. In 1861, in con- 
nection with his partner Kjrkpatriok 
be built a qnartz mill a short distance 
below Gold Hill, and was also one-third 
owner in a mill that was constructed 
the same year on the Carson river. He 
also in the same year built in connec- 
tion with John Atchisou, the Stoue 
House in Carson City now owned by 
Jacob Kline. In the 'fall of 1861 he 
was elected by the people of Carson to 
the Territorial Legislative Council and 
succeeded in securing the location of 
the capital at Carson City. He served 
in the first 'Constitutional Convention 
that was held in the Territory. In 1862 
be built a costly residence in Virginia 
City. In the fall of 1864 he was elected 
to the United States Senate. 


Tbe question at that time (ontside of 


the war) which engaged'the attention 
of the people of the mining States 
and 
Territories of the -west 
was, 


whether their 
mining 
possessions 


should be legalized and their rights 
recognized, by the general.Government, 
or the mining land sold at auction in 
legal sub-divisions to tbe highest bid- 
der and the purchasers put and kept 
in possession- by a bnfflcient' stand- 
ing army. 


Tbe fight that Senator Stewart made 


for the miners in 1866 vas most remar- 
kable. .Mr. Julian, Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Lands of the 
House of Representatives, bad been 
twice elected on a platform of the sale 
of tbe mineral lauds at auction for tbe 
purpose of carrying on tbe war.. Mr. 
Julian was instructed by a more than 
two-thirds vote of tbe House of Rep- 
resentatives to bring in a bill for that 
purpose and to provide a sufficient 
army to protect the purchasers. Mr. 
Stewart aided by Senator Connesa and 
his colleague, Senator Nye, succeeded 
in passing a bill through the Senate, 
which recognized the rights of the 
miners. The bill went to the foot of 
the calendar in the House and seemed 
in a hopeless condition. To.extricate 
it and put it on the calendar where it 
would be reached,Mr, Stewart attached 
it as an amendment to tbe bill which 
bad pissed the House, regulating ditch 
rights, and thus tbe title of tbe first 
mining law had reference to tbe rights 
of the owners of ditches. 


Tbe Chairman of tbe Committee on 


Public Lands, Mr. Julian, reported 
this bill nnd Mr. Stewart in the mean- 
time had prepared the House to vote 
him down and pass the Senate bill. 


It so happened that tbe three Sena- 


tors Conness, Nye and Stewart had the 
casting vote on many important ques- 
tioiis which were then pending. The 
location of two or three navy yards 
hung in the balance. It was arranged 
to locate League Island in Pennsylva- 
nia and several in New England, pro- 
vided the miners rights would be res- 
pected. 


Mr. Stewart justified tbe trading be 


did on that occasion on tbe ground 
that it saved the miners of the west 
from confiscation of their property. 
From that time until 1872 he occupied 
himself in consultation with those in: 
terested with tbe miners and' finally 
effected tbe passage of tbe law of 1872 
which still remains. 
It may need 


amendment now, but the people, have 
been so well satisfied that it has re- 
mained 
on tbe statute books for 


twenty-flve years. 
• 


Mr. Stewart gave his undivided ef- 


forts to tbe establishment of a mint in 
Nevada' and, although his 
colleague 


was earnestly for the mint, Mr. Stewart 
must have tbe credit of engineering 
and securing the passage of the bill. 
Mr. Stewart was then out of tbe Senate 
for twelve years. Since bis return to 
that body be has been working in sea- 
son and out of season for the great 
cause of tbe restoration of silver, 
upon which the prosperity 
of the 


whole world largely depends. He is a 
most earnest worker. He works night 
and day for the great cause and to his 
unceasing efforts must be attributed 
much of the success which baa been 
achieved in drawing the line between 
those who are in favor of the restora- 
tion of silver and the money powers 
of New York and London. His great 
flghl has been to make silver the issue 
to be decided by the vote of the Ameri- 
can people. 
The Chicago platform 


made it an issue so far as the. Demo- 
cratic party was concerned, but tbe 
Republican party still claimed to be a 
bimetallic party by international agree- 
ment. It is now a single gold standard 
party and our success in the contest is 
practically assured. 


Mr. Stewart has always attended to 


the business of the citizens of Nevada, 
answered all their letters and accom- 
plished what could be accomplished in 
the departments for their interest, 


No person has ever written "him with 
regard to a postofflee, pension or any 
other matter without receiving a reply 
and having the matter attended to 
promptly and efficiently. Ho distrib- 
utes among the people all the seeds 
and documents that be can prepare 
from the department. 


Largely through'his efforts the con- 


struction .of the public building at 
Carson was expedited. 


When he was elected there was no 


State University. Tbe pittance that 
was realized by the institution frna. 
the college land grant was of no con- 
eeqaenoe. After be was elected it will 
be remembered that he gpeiit more 
than a mouth in changing the organ!' 
zation of the University and getting 
the Institution under the reliable 
supervision of competent regents. He 
then devoted bis attention to obtaining 
Government-aid, and bad tbe necessary 
legislation of tbe State and regulation 
o tbe department made wbioh secured 
the $15,000 a year for the Experiment

It,nan be 
truthfully said that the State has done 
well in honoring Senator Jones, for 
be has done as much, if not more, than 
any living inari, for the cause of finan- 
cial reform and the restoration of 'the1

It confers 
untold blessings upon the people of 
the State and makes the educational 
facilities of Nevada equal to any other 
State in the Union. 


He devispd the plan for the Indian 


School and secured the appropriation 
and the establishment of the institu- 
tion, which is the best Indian School 
in the country. 


He has done a vast amount of work 


in reducing to form the war claim of 
the State of Nevada against the United 
States. The general Government owes 
the State of Nevada, principal and in- 
terest over four hundred thousand 
dollars. .He secured the examination 
and. auditing of these claims by the 
War Department, and the unanswera- 
ble report which he presented to the 
Committee on Military Affairs was 
adopted. The claim was favorably re- 
ported to the Senate twice from that 
Committee and twice from the Com- 
mittee on Claims, and it has once 
passed the Senate, but it failed in the 
House. 


He has repeatedly 
passed bills 


through the Senate for payment of the 
Piute Indian war claims and many 
other claims for Nevada; in fact he 
does it in every Congress, but these 
bills have failed in the House. At the 
present cession, as a member of the 
Committee on Claims he has secured 
the incorporation of the State claim 
and the Flute war claims in on Omni- 
bus bill, which will probably pass both 
houses during the present Congress. 
It may not be passed at this session, 
but it is believed that after election it 
will certainly be passed. The bill ap- 
propriates about ten million to honest 
claimants.

Mr. Stewart has given bis attention to 
enabling the people of the town of 
Wadswortb to obtain title to their 
holdings. He' secured an amendment 
to the Indian Appropriation bill, which 
authorizes the'people of the town of 
Wadsworth to enter and receive their 
land under the liberal provision of tbe 
town site laws of the United States. 


To atttmpt lo give a detailed account 


of the work.of Senator Stewartfor Nev- 
ada would occupy more space than 
could be allowed for such a purpose 
but it ia sufficient to say that it' would 
be difficult to mention any legislation 
of Congress beneficial to Nevada with 
which his name, has not been oonneotec 
and in which he has not borne a prom 
inent part. The reason why he is able 
to attend to so many things and con 
tinne the great contest for the restore 
tion of silver is because his capacity 
for labor seems unlimited. 


Mr. Stewart has written many thous 


ands of letters on the silver question 
to individuals throughout tbe country 
explaining and arguing the question a 
length. 


Beside all this work and his labors 


in the Senate, about three years ago 
Mr. Stewart invested a large sum o 
money to establish a strong silver 
newspaper at the National Capital 
While others were investing their 
money in real estate wbioh brought 
them handsome returns, Senator Stew 
art, realizing the importance of educa 
tional work along the line of our 
monetary system, spends his money 
freely for the accomplishment of this 
Xi eat purpose, and the Silver Knight- 
Watchman has been a great success. It 
is the brightest and best paper pub- 
lished on the science ot money. Thous- 
ands of copies of.this valuable paper 
are .being sent free to voters and its 
circulation is rapidly increasing. It is 
recognized as the organ of the silver

Thoughtlessly Signed nri Affidavit With • 


Name lie Swore Was Not His Own—Bat 
lie Won .the Judge and HI* Point by HI* 
Explanation. 


My first case came at Florence, Ala., 


a few months after I was licensed, 
•writes -Attorney B. M. Jackson. • The 
sheriff there, Captain -W. T. 'White, 
now dead, a gallant: Confederate soldier 
and one of nature's noblemen, met nie 
on the street and told me there was a 
man confined in the county jail who 
wished to see me. 


I was-then 21 years old, but would 


readily have passed for 17. The client's 
name was Patrick Done van, bnt he was 
commonly called Patsy Donevan. Go- 
ing to the jail, I found a man from SO 
to 35 years old, an intelligent, nice 
looking, devil may care Irishman. 
When I entered, he greeted me with 
"Good evening, miss, " Pretending not 
to have heard him address me as "miBs" 
and assuming much dignity, I told him 
I was the lawyer whom the sheriff had 
promised to send him. For answer he 
exclaimed, "Well, I'll be d 
d," and 


burst oui laughing—laughing uproar- 
iously. I wasjrritated to a degree by 
this reception— 'I beg pardon, judge, 
it's a go". Yon do look pretty young, 
bnt TonT(the sheriff) says you are a 
daisy 
Get me out of here, and my 


folks, who'-vo got plenty, will pay you 
well lor your trouble '' 


,Ho told me his story He was a skill- 


ed mechanic from Keokuk, la., and had 
been employed by the government in 
constructing a lock on the Mussel fihoals 
canal, near Florence. Ho had shot the 
physician in charge of those works. 
This physician was * brother of the 
United States engineer in control of, the 
canal construction, and it was evident 
that the .prosecution would bp bitter, 
sparing no pains or expense to secure a 
conviction, entailing a long penitentiary 
sentence.' The doctor and my client 
were both men of reckless courage and 
overbearing temper, hoth eometimes 
looked on the wine when it was red, 
and both, 1 inferred, were striving for 
the favor of the sumo woman. A clash 
between them soon came. They had a 
savage quanel at their boarding house 
at dinner. The doctor being armed and 
my client unarmed, the latter had to 
submit to unlimited abuse and would 
have been shot bnt for the interference 
of several men who were present. Soon 
after nightfall of the same day my 
client went to the doctor's office and 
sleeping room, about a mile distant and 
in a secluded place, and, knocking on 
the door, was bidden by the doctor to 
come in. Entering, he found the doctor 
putting on a shirt, and thus for the 
moment disabled, and, remarking, "You 
bad the drop on me this morning, bnt 
I've got it on you now," fired, striking 
the doctor in tho neck and inflicting a 
dangerous bnt not fatal wound. 


The case soon came on for trial. 


While the defendant's version of the 
occurrence as he had given it to me was 
very different from the one in the fore- 
going, yet it was so improbable in itself 
and so inconsistent with the attendant 
circumstances that it looked as if a sen- 
tence of ten years was inevitable if the 
case was then tried. To gain a post- 
ponement an objection was interposed 
to tho competency of the court on the 
ground that he was related by affinity 
to the prosecutor. This failed. Next an 
earnest effort was made for a continu- 
ance. The state fought this aggressive- 
ly, thus giving warning of what was to 
come, and it, too, failed. 


In sheer desperation I then whispered 


to my client, " Your real name is Pat- 
rick, nofc Patsy, isn't it?" The indict- 
ment named him Patsy Douevan. Then, 
moving to quash the indictment for the 
misnomer, I wrote out the defendant's 
affidavit in support. The affidavit stated 
that the defendant's name was Patrick 
and that he was commonly known and 
called by this name and not by the 
name of Patsy Donovan. He took the 
affidavit and read, or seemed to lead, it 
carefully and, going to the clerk's desk, 
swore to it and signed it "Patsy Done- 
van." This, of course, was the'way he 
usually signed his name, but he never 
reflected that to sign it Pat&y tins time 
was to afford the strongest evidence of 
the falsity of the affidavit.
